DR. CALDWELL 
SPOKE BEFORE 
PEOPLE'S FORUM 

"Ii There Anything We Ota 
Learn from Germany? ' ' 



SPLENDID ADDRESS. 

Success of Germany Largely Due 
to Efficient Organisation of 
Retour cei. 

(Spatial to th. "McGill Daily.") 
Throuflh^tht kindness of Dr. Cald- 
well we are privileged to publish the 
fallowing report of hi. addroaa deliv- 
ered before the People's Korum yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Dr. Caldwell, head of the Depart- 
ment of Philosophy, spoke yesterday 
afternoon before a large and appre- 
ciative audience at the People's 
Korum of Montreal. None but a man 
like Dr. Caldwell could, have treated 
competently a subject so difficult as 
that delivered yesterday afternoon, 
namely, "l s there anything '-we can 
learn from Germuny?" The speaker's 
Intelligent information about Ger- 
many, based on first hand Informa- 
tion, together with his vast knowledge 
or philosophy and social problems, en- 
abled him to give an address that w,aa 
both erudite and masterly. 

"Before saying a word, Ladle s and 
Gentlemen, about the apparent anom- 
aly and contradiotlon In this very 
subject, allow me to say "that how- 
ever foreign It may well appear to ba 
to our whole attitude at the present 
time, it is a subject which, I cannot 
myself approach without a consider- 
able element of sympathy. I am one 
of those men," said Dr. Caldwell, "and 
there are a good many of us In Can- 
ada, in Britain, In America and else- 
where, to whom Germans. German 
philosophy, German learning, and 
German life have meant very much 
In the -past. When- 1 read of tfoe war 
I see Prance and Frenchmen. I know 
how the German soldiers look, how 
they feel, X know what they sing, what 
they think about England, France and 
America, what they think of their 
homes, their lovely old village» and 
so on. I have talked to all kinds of 
people In Germany, have received Gor- 
man professors In my home, and have 
written to Germans, through America, 
since the war, but it has all now de- 
finitely utopped. 

"When I first went to Germany I 
had the ordinary Idea that a young 
Scotchman, who had read Goethe and 
Schiller, who had loved German mu- 
sic, etc., might be expected to have. 
On my arrival there 1 got my shock, 
oi course, at things like the cafe life, 
tho apparently excessive beer drink- 
ing, the poverty of attendance at 
churches, etc. I found myself ad- 
miring the erudition and tho science 
and the freedom of research at the 
Universities, while not being able to 
take the, same high view of the per- 
sonal culture and refinement of the 
professors and the men of letters that 
I felt I could take of the correspond- 
ing class at Oxford. Moreover. 1 
found that Germany as a Whole was 
no longer interested in the Ideallsi 
Philosophy that we young Britisher, 
thought, they would be interested in, 
but that the real Germany was ob- 
viously the Germany of the marvel- 
lous German State, of the scientific 
Institute that was the rival of the 
older University, "of the organization 
In every sphere of action . that has 
staggered the world. 

It is pathetic to think that this war 
will have the effect of eclipsing for 
tho wiorld the older Germany, that 
had such a spiritual and aesthetic 
value for mankind. It is pathetic 
that the mass of peace-loving Ger- 
mans should have been plunged oy 
the military class, and the new finan- 
ciers and the business barons into 
this devastating war when they were 
rapidly gaining an economic and poli- 
tical asce.ndency in the world. If we 
take the ground that this war was to 
Germany but an incident In the larger 
scheme of the economic, intellectual 
and political supremacy of the world 
at which she aimed in the light of her 
exalted national philosophy and he? 
consciousness 'of her military power, 
we have two Important considerations 
in the light of which we must view 
our whole subject. 

'The first of these Is that we are 
all doubtless to some extent lmplicaV 
cd in the commercialism, the mam- 
monism, the 'business-first* policy 
that led to this war; the main, dif- 
ference so far between ourselves and 
Germany, being that she prepared for 
its probability better than we did. 
There are many people who view the 
war with national^ indifference, who 
wash their hands of the'Whoîe busi- 
ness, who say dt Is no concern of 
theirs, and are just waiting to get 
back to the old money-making and 
the old 'business as urual.' Before I 
close I will endeavour to speak more 
explicitly of the supreme matter of 
the great human issues of the war. I 
shall waive, therefore, the immediate 
point of the precise share of our re-

J. A. Wood, Science '14. Lieut. 
Wood, whose home is in Melbourne, 
Que., has been in France for over a. 
year with the Canadian Engineers. 
On August 17 he received the Military 
Cross. 

Somewhere in Prance, 

Sept. 30, 1017. 

Dear Jim,— I received your letter 
on the 27th of this monfh. It tool; 
nearly two months to get here, bui 
It was none the less welcome. I was 
sure -pleased to bear, from you. Thank 
you for your congratulation^.' It 
means a lot to me, but it is too bad 
that so many deserve the Cross and 
never get it. Someone In authority 
has to see anything before it Is re- 
cognized, and so many things that are 
worthy of the V.C. are never seen. 

I have* been over in Franco a year 
how, and away fr«tn home nearly 
two. I have seen Harry Thompson 
quite a number of times; he is with 
a Pioneer Battalion, I have also seen 
Norm. MoCagley; hé has his major- 
ity now. -and he sure deserves It. Ho 
makes a fine officer, and his men 
and officers Just adore him. 

We had quite a little bit of ex- 
citement around here yesterday (I am 
out of the Une for a few days.) A 
Eos che plane came over in the morn- 
ing, and brought .down one of our 
observation balloons in flames. In the 
e vening he come back and got an- 
other. Our antl-alrcraft guns wero 
tearing things loose, but he was get- 
ting away with it. All of a sudden (I 
don't know where they come from to 
this minute), four of our scouts ap- 
peared on the scene; three headed him 
off and one attacked. It was right 
over our billets, never more than 100 
feet up, and sometimes as low as 25 
feet. All the time there was the pat- 
pat-pat of the machine guns, and the 
bullets were cutting grass all around

Capt. E. P. Cowies, Science !0, 
who has been with the lioyal En- 
gineers in Prance for the past 11» 
months, wrote to his family us fo - - 
lows regarding his experience at Le.-.s 
last August. 

My three officers and forty of tho 
men were picked asj a party of ex- 
perts to follow up an attack anil 
search for cellars and dug-outs ty 
shelter our infantry in the occupied 
area. The rains delayed things for 
over two weeks, so we "stood by" 'u 
camp, und had a good rest. Then on 
the 15th the event took place. You 
have read in the papers what a bril- 
liant success "bur boys had on that 
day. I ran Into several cojlege friends 
in making arrangements with tho 
different brigades and battalions. You 
know everyone out here hopes to .o 
over tho top at least once and live 
through It, and those of us who get 
the opportunity are much envied, and 
with whom do you think I chanced 
to go over? The old Victoria Rifles. 
I'll never forget that day! We all 
had special badges on our tunic 
sleeves, and the men are proud of 
them as can be. 

The party paraded the night before 
and went up In motor lorries part way. 
Wo run into a gas she.ll bombard- 
ment, but had no casualties, and 
reached our picked positions about 3 
-a.ro ...... 

The attack was timed for the dusk, 
before daylight. There were awesome 
moments, for the Boches were shell- 
ing and our guns were still, and then 
the sudden roar from hundreds of 
guns, and the swish of thousands of 
machine gun bullets going over our 
heads. 

Walking over to the enemy trenches 
was as safe as drilling In England— 
this time. The Infantry went right 
on and. took all their objectives, and 
our four parties started in on our 
work. 

It was exciting In that shells were 
dropping close all day long, am; tne 
bombardment \\aa kept up for J" 
hours. I took five German prisoners 
myself. It la pitiful to see tho suffer- 
ings of tho. wounded, but they are 
very brave, and urc carried out as 
soon as possible. One becomes ter- 
ribly callous to the sight of dead 
men — our own and those of the en- 
emy. They Ho about in all posi- 
tions, but generally face downwards, 
.. you need water you take his hottiu, 
while some thought of "poor boy" 
goes through your mind, and then you 
"carry on" with your work. 

Wo came out that night and were 
extremely lucky; one officer and one 
man killed and another ^slightly 
wounded. It was bad about Phillips; 
he had done splendid work, and got 
his shell after ho had finished his 
job. 

And then the sensations next day! 
First of all cocoa and biscuits at the 
advanced dressing station along with 
the' prisoners. They looked as though 
they could mop up food and drink 
for days. Then the tramp back to 
where our lorries picked us up, and 
home for breakfast. Forty-eight 
hours with about four hours' sleep. I 
looked in the mirror and saw my 
dirty face, and was filled with won- 
der and joy at tho realization that 1 
had been through it without a 
scratch. 

I have written you all this just to 
let you know what it Is like. If I 
don't got through ■ next time, well, 
dying ls easy, and for one's country 
is, after all, a pretty satisfactory way. 

War ls hell! and such a war sa 
this must ' never take place again. 

(Since the receipt of the above 
communication, Captain Cowles has 
been awarded the Military Cross, but 
particulars are lacking regarding his 
decoration, as he has refrained from 
anything more than a mere allusion 
to the circumstances. — Ed.) »

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SOCIAL FUNCTIONS. 



At the last regular meeting of the Students' Council an announce- 
ment was made that the Committee on Students' Social Functions 
have given their permissiou for the holding of three skating parties, 
which will be followed by informal dances. The attitude of this 
Committee during the past two years has been for the most part un- 
favorable towards social events of this kind on the ground that they 
might in some way reflect on the character of McGill students and 
their attitude towards the war, and its consequent suffering. The opin- 
ion of many students has been in keeping with this attitude, and 
on several occasions social functions which had beceme of annual 
occurrence have heen considerably curtailed or abolished altogether 
by the various student societies, acting on their own initiative. 

The Daily has always encouraged social activities at college in 
war time, for it seems to us that this is the very time when moderate 
forms of recreation are most required to keep up the spirit and 
morale of the undergraduates. If students do not indulge in ade- 
quate relaxation they almost invaribly lose their energy and be- 
come morose and pessimistic, if their health does not break down 
completely. 

The education which a man obtains at a University is, of course, 
his chief acquisition during these years, but besides this, the fact that 
lie is a college student or a college graduate, opens certain recreative 
channels, which are not open to an ordinary citizen. While he is an 
undergraduate he is specially privileged in being eligble for mem- 
bership in a. number of societies composed of men who take an in- 
terest in some particular branch of knowledge. He is wise if he 
avails himself of these manifold opportunities, not î.'-.c least of which 
is the opportunity to indulge in the more exclusively social events 
which may chance to take place during his course, for these as a 
rule are on a decidedly higher plane than is usually the case. It 
seems too bad, therefore, that a student should be forced to take his 
recreation elsewhere than at college. No one who knows McGill 
students, and the atmosphere of McGill University, could doubt for a 
minute that the student body fully realizes the seriousness of the 
present war situation. Hut McGill students do not believe in "regis- 
tering" a "long" face in spite of exceptionally depressing condi- 
tions. The social functions particularly referred to above should 
prove to be a decidedly popular innovation, and in fact, are sure to 
meet with the full support of the student body.

Rare books on agriculture were ex- 
hibited by Mr. Charles R. Green, li- 
brarian of the Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural College, as illustrations to 
his lecture before the library class 
of the College of Business . and Ad- 
ministration of Boston University. 
Among them were "The Book of Hus- 
bandry," London, 1562: Rusden's 'A 
Further Discovery of Bees," London, 
1679; and the first volume of the 
first North American agricultural 
cal, the American Farmer, 
ttmore, 1819. 
Mr. Green divided agricultural lit- 
erature into two main parts, the In- 
spirational books, and the agricul- 
tural works, beginning nvith Virgil 
and ending with the present day text, 
book, or book of observation of na- 
ture. Under the business or techni- 



cal classification other than text- 
reference material and so forth thé 
speaker dwelt especially on govern- 
ment publications and the educational 
matter issued by business firms. The 
publications of the United State, 
Department of Agriculture since the 
reorganization of its publication work 
a few years ago have been much more 
regular and easy to trace. Publica- 
tions of the International Harvester 
Company, German Kali Works. Ar- 
mour and-Company, Swift and Com- 
pany,. Chilean Nitrate Works and oth- 
ers are especially valuable in later de- 
velopment of different phases of agri- 
culture which have not yet found 
their way Into books. *

Captain Cyrus Macmillao, Profenor of English at McOill, and Now Second in Command of the McGill 
Siege Battery, Publishes "Canadian Wonder Tales."— Nanm of Several McGill Men Appear in 
Recent Casualty List*. 



Capt. Howard Millar. 

Word has been received that Cap- 
tain Howard Miller, past student, 
died of wounds on November 18. 
Captain Miller was in the flying col- 
umn of the Field Artillery, and it was 
in one of the recent "pushes" that 
he was fatally wounded. Before 
leaving Canada with the 35th Battery 
of Sherbrooke, he was a qualified of- 
ficer in the active militia, and en- 
listed in the C. E. P. in August, 1915, 
and proceeded overseas In February, 
19X6. He was slightly 'wounded in 
the operations at Vlmy Ridge, but 
remained at duty. 

He was several times mentioned in 
despatches for conspicuous bravery 
in caring for wounded" under heavy 
shell fire. Remaining with the 85th 
Batt. until reorganlsatin, he was 
transferred to the 80th Battery, giv- 
ing up the offer of a majority In or- 
der to take a five-weeks' course at 
the base. 

The late Captain Miller was edu- 
cated at Grand Ligne, and Bishop's 
College, Lennoxville, also at McGill 
College, and was a noted athletic, his 
nickname "Dusty" having been won 
for him by his plunges and slides on 
the football and baseball fields. 

At the time of his enlistment he 
was Secretary Treasurer of the East- 
ern Townships' Agricultural Asso- 
ciation at Sherbrooke, P.Q. 

Captain Miller was bom 30 years 
ago, the only son of Mr. and Mrs. 
E. P. Miller, of Hoonsocket, R.I. 

He leaves a widow and two small 
children, who reside with her par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Anderson, 78 Fifth 
Avenue, Ottawa. 

Lieut. John 8. Hall. 

Lieut. John S. Hall, Sci. '14, sec- 
ond son of Mrs. Hall, 355 Mountain 
street, Montreal, and of the late Hon. 
John S. Hall, is in Croxteth Hall 
Hospital, LIverpoool, suffering from 
slight wounds, according to a private 
cable received from him by his mo- 
ther. An official cable from the Im- 
perial War Office received on Nov. 
23, stated that Lieut. Hall, who Is 
with the Imperial Tank Corps, had 
been admitted to No. 2 Red Crosb 
Hospital, Rouen, suffering from se- 
vere gunshot wounds in scalp ana 
wrist. 

Lieut. Hall served first as a ser- 
geant in the 148th Battalion before 
It went overseas. Fourteen months 
ago he received a commission in trie 
Engineers, finally going overseas last 
April, wit.-, a section of the Skilled 
Railway mployees In August, he 
transferred to the Tank Corps, Im- 
perial Army, and went to France. His 
younger brother, Lieut. T. S. Hall, 
Sci, '14, was reported wounded, miss- 
ing and believed killed on Oct. 30. 
His brother-in-law, Capt. H. H. 
Scott. Law '14, 87th Battalion, Cana- 
dian Grenadier Guards, was killed in 
action on Oct. 21, 1916. 

Lieut. R, E. Macafee, M.C. 

James Macafee, Millstream, N.B., 
has been officially advised that his 
son, Lieut. Ralph Evans Macafee, Sci. 
'10, of the Engineers, was on Novem- 
ber 7 admitted to No. 6 Canadian 
Field Ambulance Depot, suffering 
from a slight gunshot wound in the 
hip. Lieut. Macafee has been three 
times 'wounded, has been mentioned 
In despatches, and has won the Mili- 
tary Cross. Before enlistment he was 
employed by the Canadian Westing- 
house Co. 

Lieut. H. 8. Fry. 

Mr. H. Fry, Law '88, of 66 McTav- 
Ish street, has received word from 
Ottawa that his son, Lieut. Henry s>. 
Fry, Arts '14, Law "16, of the Hlgn- 
land unit commanded by Lt.tCol. 
Cantlle, Is at the Duchess of West- 
minster's Hospital at Le Touquet, 
suffering from gunshot wounds. Lleui. 
Fry went overseas with the McGlH 
General Hospital unit, and was trans- 
ferred to the Highland battalion. He 
is 24 years of age. 

Capt. MacMillan'a Book. 

'in a recent issue of the Boston 
"Evening- Transcript." A. St. John 
Adcock, editor of the English review, 
the "Bookman" says: "An interesting 
volume that John Lane will be pub- 
lishing shortly Is 'Canadian Wonder 
Tales,' by Captain Cyrus Macmlllan, 
(Arts '00.) It will be illustrated in 
colors by George Sherlngham. Mac- 
mlUan's people have for the last two 
generations been Canadian born. Be- 
fore the war he was a professor at 
McGill University; but a few months 
ago he arrived with his regiment in 
England as a captain of artillery. 1 
met him in London l n March, and we 
lunched together with Quartermaster 
Sergeant David Christie, formerly 
another McGill professor, now of the 
same battery of Canadian artillery 
(McGill University Siege Battery.) A 
week later;. I heard they were both 
in France, and at this moment they 
are busy with the great push in 
which the Canadians have Just scored 
a big success. Macmlllan was tell- 
ing me of this book. For some years 
before the war he had been engaged 
on' behalf of his Government going 
about collecting folk-tales for official 
publication, and had obtained per- 
mission to use a certain number of 
them separately in a book of his own. 
He offered the boolr to the Ameri- 



can branch of a well-known English 
house, and their reader reported en- 
thusiastically on it, but said he be- 
lieved the tales were works of imag- 
ination, and not genuine folk-tales. 
Satisfactory terms not being arrived 
at, Macmlllan brought tha book over 
to Londoon with him, and sent It to 
John Lane, who was greatly struck 
with it, and at once arranged to pub- 
lish. A copy of the first reader's re- 
port had been sent with it, but Lane's 
reader dissented from this, saying it 
would need a genius no leas than 
Shakespeare's to Invent such stories. 
They are, of course, authentic folk- 
tales of Canada, taken down at first 
hand, and from what Macmlllan told 
me of them I should say they are as 
curiously fascinating as they are 
new." 

■rather* Matt at Front ' 

Another Instance of unusual meet- 
ings and re-unions on the war front 
Is referred to In a letter which Mr. 
and Mrs. J. C. Young, Ottawa, have 
received from their son, Corpl, Josepn 
Arthur Young. For the first time in 
14 years Mr. Young's two sons have 
met and the meeting took place where 
the German shells made things more 
than Interesting. Corpl. Young, wlio 
Is a South African veteran, went West 
14 years ago, and some time ago en- 
listed In Winnipeg with the Engin- 
eers. The other brother. Major R. T. 
Young, Comm. '14, has been at the 
front since about the beginning ot 
the war, having enlisted in Ottawa. 
The letter, In part, follows: 

"I have had the pleasure of catch- 
ing up with Richard, as the saying 
goes, and we spent the night toge- 
ther ln his dugout or, to be more ex- 
act, only part of the night, as Frlta 
shelled his battery so heavily with 
gas and high explosives that we hao 
to set out and seek cover In a near- 
by pill box, where we stayed tlïl 
morning. I didn't like the looks of 
his dugout, in the first place, but dlu 
not say anything, as I thought ne 
must know himself whether it was 
safe or not. But in the morning i 
told him he better get a better place, 
and he immediately ordered supplies 
for that purpose, tl is impossible 
to dig In here, but then he had no- 
thing whatever overhead but a piece 
of canvas and the way' the mud would 
come down ™\ that, when a snell 
would land close, would make you 
shiver. Then, too, there was gas. 
However, we were both all right, but 
I was somewhat scared of the gas, as 
I had never had my gas nraslf on for 
so long a time before, and it was 
quite uncomfortable, I tell you. 1 
found Richard looking fine, but I 
thought he was thinner than, he looks 
ln a photo, which I have of him. He 
is pretty well fed up with it all, as 
most every one Is and wishes It was 
over. I left him next day at noon, 
but he is coming to our camp when 
he comes out of the line, and we 
are going to have a big feed toge- 
ther."

for 32 cents by Parcels Post, and the 
11 lb. parcel for England, which costs 
$1.32. It was found that packages of 
these t'ises more quickly reach their 
destination than the larger packing 
cases, and the object of the Union is 
to let Kb work be of what use and 
comfort it can as speedily as pos- 
sible. Mrs. Ernest Brown and mem- 
bers of the Packing Committee have 
recently transmitted by this means, 
socks, shirts, caps, mufflers, etc., to 
tbe following Units: P.P.C.L.I., 3T0 
articles; to No. S (Mcaill) General 
Hospital, 92 articles; to the 6th Can- 
adian Slegè Battery, .12$ articles; to 
the Borden Motor Machine Gun Bat- 
tery (Capt. W. Nicholson), 75 articles; 
to No. 6 Canadian Field Ambulance, 
46 articles; as well as 144 boxes of 
Page and Shaw's Butter Scotch to the 
6th Siege Battery In France and the 
10th Siege Battery in England, and 
some individual parcels to men over 
seas. The Union has also supplied 
pairs of pyjamas to the Khaki 
Convalescent Home, and some caps to 
the Drummond Street Military Hos- 
pital. 

The rooms of the Union in the New 
Medical Building are now open on 
Monday and Thursday afternoons, as 
well as throughout every Tuesday, for 
the making of sphagnum moss dress 
sings. A large consignment of moss 
of good quality lias now been recelv-» 
ed. Very satisfactory reports of the 
dressings already sent have been re 
ceived from the Canadian (Ontario), 
Hospital at Orpington, Kent. The 
Union has sent directions for mak- 
ing these dressings with standard 
samples to Canadian Red Cross 
Branches at Halifax, "Winnipeg, Ed- 
monton, and Vancouver, and also to 
Washington and New York. Sphag- 
num moss dressings have been offi- 
cially adopted by the Red Cross So- 
ciety of the United States, and Gen- 
eral Pershing has Just cabled for a 
supply of twenty car loads. 
. Mrs. R. Warden Lee, on behalf of 
the Union, is now writing to every 
McGUtman whose name Is known to 
have appeared among the wounded 
on the casualty lists, to otter a word 
of sympathy and appreciation. She 
is also writing to those wnose names 
appear, -as having been awarded dis- 
tinctions. Already In less than three 
weeks, some 25 such letters have been 
written. For this purpose the Mon- 
day Isaue of the Dally, with its news 
of graduates and former students, is 
of great service, and the Editors of 
the Bally will continue to earn the 
thanks of the McGill Women's Union 
If they can maintain the excellent 
work of keeping up this supply of 
Information.

On Saturday afternoon, the old 
French farce "Maître Patelin" was 
presented In the Common Room ot 
the R. V. C., by the Société Fran- 
çaise, and those who were bold 
enough to venture out in spite of the 
weather, found themselves well re- 
paid for their trouble. 

When the curtain rose— or rather, 
since we are dealing with the R.V.C. 
stage — when the curtains were pulled 
aside — not one scene, but three, mat 
the eyes of the audience. Orn the 
left was a room in the house of 
Maître Patelin, sometime "avocat," In 
the centre the deserted "Place pub- 
lique," and on the right the booth 
where M. Guillaume Joceaume, the 
"drapier" was very busy with his quill 
pens and his account books. 

Maître Patelin and his wife, Gull- 
lemette, are discovered lamenting their 
tate — no longer is the advocate press- 
ed by numerous clients, and conse- 
quently there is no money forthcom- 
ing from the family exchequer, with 
which to buy sorely needed clothes — 
as a matter of fact, It must be ad- 
mitted that Guillegiette's "rags" were 
rather too charming to warrant her 
husband's disgust for them. How- 
ever, clothes they must have, and 
what more natural than to get the 
goods for them from the draper 
across the square. Patelin accordinz- 
ly lays his plans very carefully. He 
enters Into conversation with Guil- 
laume, flatters him well on his 
looks, and his business sagacity, and 
though "he has not intended buying 
anything, really cannot resist the 
temptation of such good cloth." Con- 
sequently he says he will take three 
yards and a half for himself, and for 
his wife, who is very large, two 
yards and a half. Then by skilful 
manoeuverlng Patelin manages to 
carry away the cloth with him, Invit- 
ing Guillaume to come and sup with 
him and get his money then. The 
prospect of some wine and a good 
fat goose at the expense of another 
I; too much for the draper, and he 
consents. But, alas, for his hopes— 
When he arrives at Patelin's house 
he is met at the door by Gulllemett*. 
"ready to laugh or to weep gallons 
as long as she can help her husband 
to keep the cloth without paying for 
it," and la told, to his amazement, 
that Patelin has been in bed for 11 
weeks, and Is even now at the point 
of death — consequently he haB never 
been near Gulllaume's booth and had 
never bougtft any cloth from hira. 
Guillaume cannot easily be convinced 
of this ,and thero ensues a lively and 
uproarious argument; in which Gull- 
lemette shrieks at the draper, order- 
ing him to lower his voice, and not 
disturb her husband. At this point 
Patelin recovers sufficiently to "see 
things." ants and fairy queens :n- 
cluded. aulllaume takes a hurried 
departure, convinced for the time bo- 
Ing that Patelin Is out of his mind, 
and that it is the devil who has rob 
bed him of his cloth, or else that he 
himself Is quite mad. 

But Guillaume's troubles arc by no 
means over. For some years ho has 
had In his employ a shepherd named 
Aquclct. Aquelet has his own ideas 
on the subjeèt of looking after sheep, 
and thinking it a ehame that some 
of his flock might possibly be at 
tacked by . disease, he avoided this 
by killing thirty or forty outright. Un 
fortunately, as he confides to Patelin, 
who has undertaken his defence at 
court, these animals cry out when you 
kill them, and in this way he has 
been caught red-handed. As Gull 
laume has thus a- clear ease against 
Aquelet, Patelin advises the latter to 
feign absolute stupidity, and to reply 
to all questions In court merely by 
"Bee-ee," like his own sheep. 

The ruse succeeds. The Judge de- 
cided that Aquelet Is quite witless, 
and moreover, he is thrown into such 
a state of confusion by Guillaume, 
wh» finding himself once more In 
the presence of Patelin, so hopelessly 
mixes up his grievance against thi 
one with his. grievance against the 
ether, that in self defence he dis- 
misses the case, sending Aquelet 
back to his sheep, but npw It is a 
case of the duper duped. Patelin, 
alone with Aquelet, demands his fee, 
but the shepherd still continues re- 
plying "Bee-ee," in ever varying in- 
tonations, until he' finally runs off 
calling back, "If he catches me, I'll 
pay!" 

Miss Solomon, in the title role, did 
excellent work . throughout, and ner 
French was a delight to hear; whilu 
Miss Sharpies proved a most satis- 
factory wife for her rogue of a hus- 
band—her hysteric* were quite as ef- 
fective In driving away their creditor 
as was Patelin's madness. M. Guil- 
laume Joceaume (Miss Abbott) was a 
very good portrayal of a merchant— 
none too honest himself— driven to 
his wit's ends by the chicanery of 
two scoundrels, cleverer than he. Misa 
Nicho! played the part of the ex- 
tremely pompous and bored Judge, 
while Miss L. Macdonald as Aquelet, 
had some of the best comedy parts, 
especially in tin scene with Maître 
Patelin,' where she, or 'rather he— 
what a mixture of pronouns — confid- 
ed her vagaries in sheep tending. 

Miss ThibeauiUu very kindly play- 
ed between the acis, and this the au- 
dience enjoyed greatly. 

To Mile. Greterin is due in great 
measure the saccess of the play. Not 
only were the prayers coadhed by 
her, but the costumes and scenery 
wore all the result of her ingenuity.

sponslbtllty with Germany for the 
part by pointing out that we are cer- 
tainly all now responsible for the 
Wind of peace to which we will agree. 
We in Canada, for example, can never 
In the future think of 'Canada for 
the Canadians' in the sense that we 
can build up a life, and a develop- 
ment here without regard to the Em- 
pire, or to the Commonwealth of Na- 
tions of which the Empire and our 
Dominion are but parts. 

"The second consideration is the 
somewhat trite one, that we of the 
Umpire must obviously learn the 
much needed lesson of the organisa- 
tion of all our natural and so-called 
stcondary resources, our economic, 
our cultural, our political and spirit- 
ual resources. We must do this first- 
ly to win the war, secondly to meet 
the renewal of war which will un- 
doubtedly result if Prussian leadership 
Is not deposed In Germany, and thirdly 
to deal with the problems of recon- 
struction after the war. If we are 
not equal to all this we shall un- 
doubtedly forfeit our Dominion exist- 
ence to our huge neighbor on thu 
South, who will certainly not toler- 
ate the existence . on her borders of 
any weak community not strong 
enough to shoulder its burdens and 
Its share of the white man's burden. 
V'But now a few words upon what 1 
called the apparent anomaly or con- 
tradiction of my. whole subject — 
the bare idea of learning anything 
from a power that is believed by Ui* 
greater portion of the civilized world 
to have forfeited nearly all right to 
the respect and esteem of mankind. 
Whatever Germany has or has not 
done In the way of nefarious conduct 
of the. war, she had, we must remem- 
ber a theory . to the effect that the 
more terrible and frightful war can 
be, the more quickly will it be over. If 
Germany has sinned, she has sinned 
strongly and knowingly and dellbar- 
ately. Our real quarrel, therefore, Is 
not merely with the execution of the 
theory, hut with the theory itself. 
Then again, the moment that England 
entered the war Germany's original 
hope of world conquest was rulu?d 
at the outset— sincu that she has beon 
fighting like an enraged animal, re- 
solved to sell his life as deafly :.s 
possible. 

The average German, apart from 
the Prussian, is a peace loving, senti- 
mental, plodding creature, who would 
leave the great world alone Jf lie 
were allowed to, seeking only to en- 
Joy It and to contemplate It througn 
tho smoke of his pipe and the world 
of Beothoven and Wagner, contem- 
plating It almost In the manner of 
our own Mr. Pickwick. He has nc 
cepted very much in spite of hlnv 
self, Prussia, as the leader of his 
country, because Prussia unified it in 
consequence of the wars with Austria 
and France, and made it a great moci 
ern Empire, Instead of . a loose co* 
lection of mediaeval sovereignties. It 
goes without saying that the Ger- 
mans as a people have made sacri- 
fices for the supposed Pan-Germans 
Lf Prusso-Germany,, quite comparable 
to the freer, equally unquestioning 
sacrifices or the Britishers and Can- 
adians at the call of duty. I say at 
the call of duty, for at the moment 
of going to war, the average Britisher 
had nothing like the carefully fos- 
tered and the exalted sense of tte 
great mission of his country that the 
German had. 

And again, If the faults of the Ger- 
mans havo slnco the war been writ- 
ten in letters of fire across the wliol» 
of creation, we must remember that 
despite the present united spirit of 
our whole Empire, our faults as a 
people were seen by the Germans 
years before the 'war, and they could 
to-day give us a catalogue of our 
faults and failings wlilch t; °ves 
of an impartial Judge would proba^i/ 
equal the catalogue of their overt 
sins and wrongs that have to do chief- 
ly with the war, and with its effects 
upon us and the Allies. We ought to 
have at least taken a fraction of the 
trouble that she took to study us for 
years— even although In that study 
she missed dur'soul. But perhaps she 
was not alone to blame for this, for 
we may have been as many of our 
friends told us, gradually losing our 
soul. 

• "Then again, can anyone deny the 
Impressive array of the qualities of 
strength and resourcefulness and mas- 
tery that have been shown by the 
Germans In the war? As they en- 
tered the war the Germans were 
veritably the strongest, the brainiest, 
and the most virile people In Europe 
as these qualities were understood at 
the time. If we are, as we certainly 
are, being led to revise our concep- 
tions of strength and of brain and of 
intellect and of virility, we will have 
the Germans to thank for the fact of 
the change, and the extent of it, for 
they have actually crucified them- 
selves and humanity on the altar of 
the Superman — the supposed strong 
man who conceives his own great 
dreams of a reign of reason and of 
the idea of universality and domin- 
ion, and who overturns and tramples 
upon the various signs of what he 
mistakenly despises as sentimenta)- 
Ism and humanltarianlsm of our

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emasculated civilization. Ac this 
shrine, however, of the successful 
man and the masterful and the strong, 
we have most of us in America, Can- 
ada and elsewhere been worshipping, 
pretending- of course, once we have 
succeeded to recognize the old ameni- 
ties and the old sanctities, that Prus- 
sia has now definitely thrown behind 
her, preferring "Corsica to Galilee'' 
'Napoleon to Christ.' 

"So much by way of excuses for the 
piocedure of Germany , although we 
are still a very long way from the 
ability or the power to apologise for 
her. We will have to leave this, and 
the matter of our own deserts to "pos- 
terity. It is only humanity as a whole 
that as the Latin proverb has It can 
be the final arbiter. 

"There are now. Ladies and Gen- 
tlemen, several courses open to me, 
although I think I have given Indi- 
cations of the perspective in which I 
am Inclined, to view my whole sub- 
ject. I might take up the organiza- 
tion of the life of a people that is 
commonly said now to be the only 
thing which we, the rest of the world, 
csn take by way of a lesson from the 
blood and iron Prussian. It is not of 
courae.jthe only thing, although it is 
a very Important thing, and I ahull 
refer to one or two- of its aspects lat- 
er on, that are applicable to England 
and Canada. As the late Prof. Mun- 
sterberg (with whom Dr. Caldwell 
worked in Germany, has put it that 
the Germans stood as it were for the 
'over-soul' In civilization, for the soul 
of the whole that Is greater than the 
soul of the Individual — Individualism 
being in his eyes the defect of our 
whole Anglo-Saxon attitude as dis- 
tinct from the German. 

"Being anxious to gèt to our own 
problems, let ua think here of a few 
of the notorious faults of our Eng- 
lish life, of our traditional British 
civilization, as it has appeared to the 
Germans. Among the first of there I 
v/culd put the general amateurishness 
of our whole system of education, and 
of our requirements for the profes- 
sional public services. Our education 
the typical public school and Univer- 
sity education has been for centuries 
the supposed literary or cultural edu- 
cation of the superior or governing 
{.lasses, and it reflects the education 
In vogue about the time of Shake- 
speare or the late Middle Ages. Our 
so-called better classes — with many 
exceptions of course — looked a few 
years ago upon business, 1 trade and 
war and public question as the man 
of leisure looks upon sport or gar- 
dening or art, as 'avocations' rathsr 
than avocations demanding a special 
training and knowledge. Not manv 
j ears ago many cultivated scholars at 
Oxford and Cambridge lived in con- 
stant dread of some German book com- 
ing out .and rendering superfluous stu- 
dies to which they, had given yearn. 
Years ago, for example, when she had 
almost no ' colonies, Germany had 
chairs in- her Universities upon Col- 
onial politics and Colonial policy. 'We 
will never be gentlemen, and you will 
always be fools,' sold a German of- 
ficer to a brother English officer who 
v.as talking to Mm of our sportsman- 
like way of conducting war and other 
thing-s. The famous Trietschke, the 
great nationalist historian of Prus 
sla, disliked the whole association of 
the term gentleman, preferring for 
himself to be called and to aim at 
being a 'Tanzermann," a whole man, 
[ have not, of couTse, the time to 
show how the education and training 
of the common people in England was 
for a long time but a feeble echo of 
the so-called literary or cultural edu 
button, of the upper classes — with no 
playground training, no applied 
science, no hygiene before the plunge 
Into the machinery of the factory 
system. 

One of the greatest needs of edu- 
cation in England and Canada, ap'ut 
from the general reform I have spok 
en of is the development of the con- 
tinuation school after the age of, IS 
or 16. The Germans have emphasized 
the Importance of the continuation 
school, as the continuation of the edu- 
cation of the boy or girl for*tho work 
of life, and the work of business, for 
the work of citizenship and for na- 
tional service. 

Another great fault of Britain in 
the eyes of Germany, In addition to 
her general amateurishness and Im- 
perfect educational system, Is the ab- 
sence hitherto of any sound -theory or 
of any consistent practice In the 'mat- 
ter of the Influence of the. State upon 
social 'affairs generally, upon business, 
upon the organization and develop- 
ment of the country as a whole. Whr.t 
would Germany not give to be able 
to organize the Infrnitely greater re- 
sources of Britain and her Colonies! 
Now., of course, this whole matter of 
the influence of the State or Sove- 
reignty in the British system In a 
most delicate and difficult question. 
Involving as it does that of the deep- 
seated British predilection for per- 
sonal liberty. It may well be, indeed, 
'that the characteristic British contri- 
butions to the thought and the prac- 
tice of manhood, the doctrine of the 
personal liberty of the subject is in 
Its way Just as great, Just an vital a« 
he equally important German doctrine 
of organization. In fact, we are all 
now slowly learning the lesson that 
there can be no liberty of the Indi- 
vidual or of the many, no liberty 'of 
the rich and the strong, and the com- 
pttent", no liberty of one 'man before 
the law of natlr-ns unless the lives 
and activities of all citizens, of a 
community are organized In the light 
of a common purpose. 

"1 will but state here, however, one 
or two more things in respect of the 
defective political philosophy^ and thJ 
defective . political procedure of our 
country as Germany sees us. The 
very Idea of the State has generally 
been discredited In Great 1 ' Britain -oy 
some of the foremost teachers of po- 
litical science. As over asralnst this 
iJipparagenient. the most enlightened 
Liberalism of recent years has been 
acting upon the fact that the State

is the most powerful and the only ef- 
ficient agency that exists for the per- 
fecting of human life and the secur- 
ing of the liberties of all. And even 
apart from the fact of things like the 
whole Factory and Social Legislation 
of the 18th Century, the Insurance 
System, Great Britain can never go 
back again from her present practic- 
ally complete state" organization of the 
activities of her people, to the chaotic 
individualism and the chaotic 'let- 
alone* system of the older Liberalism. 

Then there is another thing that 
Is equally familiar to British stu- 
dents of political philosophy, and it 
Is this. There is no one theory >f 
the SUte that has met with anything 
like a general acceptance, on the part 
of the British statesmen and British 
thinkers. 

"Now I think that I know a gotti 
deal about the strength and the weak- 
ness of the British temperament, about 
its tendency to trust to experience and 
to usage and to precedent— rather 
than to clear-cut .theory, to pure 
theory. And having written a book 
upon the newer or American philo- 
sophy of Progmatism, I know some- 
thing about the wisdom of holding 
any and all theories tentatively and 
experimentally, rather than dogmatic- 
ally and uncompromisingly. We real- 
ly cannot afford any more loose and 
unsettled thinking about the State or 
about the functions and duty of the 
British State in particular. 

The remainder of the address will 
be given in a much abbreviated form. 

Dr. Caldwell went on at this point 
to discuss the working out of the 
Prussian theory of State In Getma y, 
and to give the views of some of their 
leading thinkers In State philosophy. 

In conclusion , Dr. Caldwell drew 
some general lesson^ that we might 
draw from Germany and from this 
war. 

Firstly, Individualism as a principle 
of life has had a deathblow. 

Secondly, all talk of pacificists to the 
effect that we are coming Into organ- 
ized Prussians Is both mischievous and 
untrue. We are going to be a differ- 
ent nation after the war. Our Canada 
will be a modernized Canada. 

Thirdly, we must revise our educa- 
tional ay-stem and do away with our 
amateurishness and belief In tradi- 
tional education. Fourthly, Canada 
must have an idea of the contribution 
she Is going to make to the world's 
progress. There is no chosen race, 
no dominant people, and Canada must 
take her place among the nations cf 
the world. 

"Fifthly we must not be Idealists 
entirely, but should aim ultimately to 
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TO-DAY and TUESDAY,
